The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 12-13 are cancelled as being drawn to a non elected invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2.1 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-11, 14-23 are 
allowed for the following reason/ s: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed towards a non-obvious improvement over 
the invention patented in U.S. Patent No. 6252719 to Eichenbaum et al. 

2.2 Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a an optical module/ transceiver with an optical joint sleeve 
having a first mount surface to mount the first optical element and a second mount surface 
to mount the second optical element, wherein the first mount surface is a bottom surface of 
a first groove and the second mount surface is a bottom surface of a second groove that 
intersects the first groove. 

2.3 Claims 2-1 1 and 14-23 are dependant either directly or indirectly upon claim 1 and are thus 
also allowable.
